A GIGANTIC MONOPOLY. 
The Hon. William M. Springer, of Ill­ 
inois, has written for the North Ameri­ 
ca! Review, for April, au article ou the 
telegraph 
monopoly, which 
contains 
many facts of great importance to the 
pubic. The growth of tho railway am 
telegraph systems of this country is 
among the wonders of the age. Thirty 
years ago there was but a very few' miles 
of telegraph lines in the United States, 
but to-day there are over 175,000 miles of 
line, and considerable over 300,000 miles 
of wire: and Mr. Springer attempts to 
allow one company lias succeded in gain- 
ingoontrol of nearly all the telegraph lines 
iu the country. The growth of the Wes­ 
tern Union company presents one of the 
most remarkable instances on record of 
the grasping power of corporations. It 
was organised in 1856, obtaining its char­ 
ter from the Legislature of New York. 
Its authorized capital was $509,OC J, but 
hardly three-fourths of the stock was is­ 
sued at that time, but since the recent 
consolidation with the American Uuiou 
and the Atlantic ami Pacific, its capital 
stock has been swelled to over 80 million 
dollars! One would suppose that tile 
capital stock would represent the amount 
of money expended ou the building up 
of the property of the company, but this j It was amended so as 
would be a false supposition, ami would do J public places.” 
violence to all the facts in the history of 
the Western Union telegraph company. 
Before tho resent . consolidation took 
place, the capital stock of the company 
was nominally 41 million dollars, but 
over 26 millions wTas the prod net of script 
dividends so that the actual capital in­ 
vested was only about 15 million dol­ 
lars. 
It is said that since 1S5.J to the present 
time, the Western Union company has 
swallow'ed more than sixty different tele­ 
graph companies, ami the last feat it |K*r- 
forined was tho boldest of all, tho ab­ 
sorption of the American Union, and the 
Atlantic ami Pacific. This company t 
with only one or two unimportant excep­ 
tions, now controls the entire telegraph 
business of the country. It has got a 
marvelously good thing, and its greed is 
still growing. When the two linos were 
recently bought, 39 millions of additional 
stock was issued for the purchase, and of 
this amount 28 millions was of watered 
stock, which makes the watered stock iii 
the nominal capital of Sd millions in the 
consolidated corporation, nearly 55 mil­ 
lions of dollars. 
The public will bear iu rn iud that upon 
this falsely created capital of 80 millions,

A message of 29 words can be 
sent all over the United Kingdom for one 
shilling, or twenty-five cents, w ide ten 
words from Janesville to Ma Faun or 
Chicago cost that much. In Belgium, 
France, Switzerland, and other E u ­ 
ropean countries, the rate 
is 
only 
a cent a word, and yet tile postal tele­ 
graphs are a paying investment in the*** 
countries. These compari ors show what 
a grasping and burdensome monopoly 
the people have to contend with iu this 
country.

A paper published at Beme has com­ 
piled a list of all known attempts at as- 
sasinutiou that have been made since 
1850, under the heading “Recent Regi­ 
cides.” a term which, however expressive, 
is scarcely accurate, inasmuch as the 
compilation includes attempts on the 
Ii a c h of magistrates and statesman, as 
well as on tho lives of Princes and poten­ 
tates. Tho first crime recorded in this 
register is the attempt made in May, 
1850, by the West p ha I 'an Safelage, to 
shoot the King of Prussia, to the cry of 
“Liberty for all.” On June 28 of the 
same year, Ko best Pate*, a retired Lieu­ 
tenant of liuzzars, struck the Queen of 
with a cane—an assult certainly, but uot 
an assult with intent to kill. On October, 
1852, a conspiracy to blow up Louis Na­ 
poleon witli an infernal machine contain­ 
ing 1,56 J projectiles, was frustrated by 
the activity of the police. On February 
17, 1853, the Emperor of Austria was 
stabbed rn the back by a Hungarian 
shoemaker of the name of Libeny. On 
the 5th of July following a second at­ 
tempt was made on tho life of Louis Na­ 
poleon on his way to the Opera Comique. 
On March 50, 1851, Ferdinand Charles 
III, Duke of Parma, was stabbed by an 
unknown baud. Part of the dagger re­ 
mained in the wound which it inflicted, 
and the Duke, died after twenty-three 
hours of terrible suffering. The mur 
clerer escaped. 
Iu 
1855 the Italian, 
Piauori, shot twice tho French Emperor 
in the Tnileries garden. In March, 1856, 
a Spaniard, of the name of Raimond 
Fuomeri, was arrested just as he was in 
in tile act of firing a pistol at his Sover­ 
eign, aud the execution of his murderous 
design prevented. On December 8, in 
the same year, Ferdinand II., King of the 
Two Sicilies, was attacked at a review 
by one of his own soldiers who wounded 
him with his bayonet. In 1857, the Ital­ 
ian conspirators, Tibaldi, Bartoletti and 
Orel Ii, arrived in Paris with the intention 
of tho police before their design could 
their design could be carried into execu­ 
tion. On Janury 14 of the year, Orsina, 
Gullies, Pieri and Rudio made their fa­ 
mous attempt to blow up the Emperor 
aud Empress with bombshells on their 
way to tho opera. Their Majesties es­ 
caped witli some slight contusions, but 
more than ICI persons of their escort 
were killed and wounded. In December 
1873, another attempt on tho life of Na­ 
poleon Avas made by a band of Italian 
assassins. The attempt failed, and the 
would be murderers were captured. The 
same year the then Queen of Greece was 
avos wounded by a pistol shot fired by 
the student Dosios. 
On the 14th of 
April, 1865, President Lincoln was mur­ 
dered in Ford’s Theater, at Washington, 
aud 
Secretary 
Seward 
dangerously 
wounded by the actor, Booth, and his 
confederates. A year later almost to a 
day, the Emperor of Bussia was shot at 
by a man of good position by the name 
Pet o aik in the garden of his palace at St. 
Petersburg. A peasant, who struck up 
Petrouik’a pistol, aud so turned the shot 
aside, and in all probabilit saved the Em ­ 
peror’s life, was rewarded Avith a title of 
nobility and the commission of a Captain 
in tho army. The month afterward, or, 
to be precise, in May, 1869, Eugene Co­ 
hen fired five shots at Bismarck while 
the latter was Avalkiug Unter den Linden, 
in Berlin, one of which struck and slight­ 
ly wounded^he great Minister. On Juno 
ll), 1868, Prince Michel, of Servia, and a 
lady of his family, were brutally murder­ 
ed in the park of Tobeider. In 1872 
Bismarck’s life was again attempted, this 
time by a man of the name of Wester- 
welle, aud in 1874 yet agaiu, this time by 
Kallman, at Kissengen. On August 6, 
1875 the president of the republic of Ec­ 
uador, Gabriel Garcia Moreno, was mur­ 
dered in the Government House at Quito, 
and iu April, 1877, a similar fate befell 
the president of tile Republic of Para­ 
guay, On May ll, 1878, the German Em­ 
peror 
avos shot at by HoedeJ, aud on 
June 2, less than a mouth later, by Nobil- 
mg, receiving on tho latter occasion 
wounds by which his life was seriously 
endangered. Nobiling killed himself in 
prison, Avhile Hoedel perished on the 
scaffold.

The new agricultural industry known 
as the central sugar factory system, 
which is now established iii many sec­ 
tions of Louisiana, was founded by 
Messrs. Clarke & Steele, formerly of 
Springfield, Ohio.

Where the Champion Liar Lives. 
Perhaps the champion liar of Chris­ 
tendom may be found in Colorado. You 
meet him in the man who has real es­ 
tate and wears store clothes; iii the pros­ 
pector who has or has not a lode to sell; 
rn the miner digging in tin; ground 
with only a pair of pants on; in the pro­ 
fessional man. tradesman and bummer; 
all classes have their champion. They 
smile kindly upon the tender-foot aud 
give him away with a yarn in a manner 
that is amusing, if he does not take their 
statements with salt or with a mental 
reservation. It may be that their errand 
mountains, vast plains and wonderful 
atmosphere expand their imaginations 
and widen their view's as they do their 
lungs and muscles, in a manner un­ 
known to the people of the East aud 
other less favored regions. 
Local or 
State 
patriotism overrides National 
patriotism, religion or politics, all being 
secondary to the reputation and glory 
of Colorado, and hence, may be, arises 
their inordinate propensities to draw 
the long bow and tell fish stories. But, 
“ with all their faults, we love them 
for they spin their yarns with an 
easy, graceful flow' of language that is 
astonishing aud their kindness and hos­ 
pitality i9 os w ide and liberal as their 
imaginations, aud you arc soon con­ 
vinced that it is all done for your en- 
lightment and pleasure and the glory of 
their adopted State. 
In matters of business they are as re­ 
liable as any people and from my ex­ 
perience, I think more so, as one of 
them told me the w'hole truth about a 
horse I purchased from him and that is 
not my experience with the jockeys of 
Kentucky. But when the pressure is 
taken off of their honor and their imag­ 
inations are set to w'ork as to what the 
State is, or has superior to other States; 
w hat their neighbors have, or what they 
themselves have, or have had, or 
done, then 
stand from under, for 
they will overwhelm you with scenes 
from their imaginations as startling as 
any' from Munchausen. As a specimen 
a proprietor told me that he aud some 
companions were crossing the conti­ 
nental divide when it was covered with 
snow. Three miles below them, down 
a decline of forty-five degrees, deeply 
covered with frozen snow, lay the spot 
they desired to reach, while to so around 
by trail was fifteen miles. 
He took a 
tin pan, used for washing gold, spread 
his blanket over it, got in himself, in a 
squatting position on his haunches, 
tucked the blanket around, held his 
ride and other traps over his head and 
got one of his companions to give him 
push. He informed me he went down 
at the speed of sixty miles a minute, 
and shot far out into the valley at the 
foot of the mountain. When he stopped 
he found the soldering of the pan melted 
from friction, his blanket on fire, and it 
was his impression that had he gone 
much farther he woald have been burned 
ap, together with ail his traps. He 
further informed me that he got up, 
waved his hand and called to 44 the 
boys" to follow, but they declined. I 
)resume they saw how he was smoking 
rom hot boxes, and concluded they 
would try an easier grade. 
Another prospector told me his favor­ 
ite amusement had been to jump upon 
a large bank of drifted snow and start 
an avalanche and ride upon it in its 
i earful course of destruction to the val- 
ey below. On one occasion, however, 
ie got turned under, and when 44 the 
boys** dug him out lie had both arms 
and one leg broken, besides being oth­ 
erwise scratched up; since that time he 
has regarded the amusement as a little 
dangerous. 
As proof of his story he 
showed me his broken arms, and I ac­ 
cepted his statement in regard to the 
broken thigh without farther proof oth­ 
er than that he walked game-legged. 
The following are some of the things 
the Coloradoans will tell you that you 
will not find entirely correct—princi­ 
pally told by the Denverites to strang­ 
ers on their arrival among them, many 
of them apparently knowing no more 
about the State after several years* resi­ 
dence than the newcomers know and it 
is evident from their conversation they 
have taken many things on hearsay, 
and perhaps seen no more of the State 
than that part which they passed over 
in coming to Denver. 
They will tell 
you it does not get hot in summer nor 
cold in winter; that there is a peculiari­ 
ty in the atmosphere to be found no­ 
where else on tne earth and its sanitaiy 
effects are miraculous; that it is tho 
great grazing section of the United 
States; that cattle keep fat all the year 
on the sandy plains; that meat W'ill not 
spoil without salt if properly prepared 
(I suppose varnished to keep the flies 
off), and that dead animals are not of­ 
fensive to the smell; that Denver is the 
most remarkable city in the world; that 
people do not die here, therefore 
worms do not eat them; that a bob-tail 
rat does not always get in the hole first; 
that mountains are forty or fifty miles 
away, when in reality they are only 


Deepening tho Soil. 
Deepening the soil ha9 many advan­ 
tages, all of which are not generally 
understood. There is much land that 
can be doubled iu its productive capac­ 
ity by simply running the plow deeper 
—in other words, making one farm 
serve the purpose of two. This, more 
particularly, where the lower soil is 
compact aud raw, aud therefore com­ 
paratively worthless. 
We find it in our 
drift and our clays. The process is to 
gradually deepen the tillable soil, hav­ 
ing the elements to act upon it as it is 
thrown up, aided and improved by ma­ 
nure; crops, meautime, may be grown 
of improved yields. In this way a deep 
rich mold is secured in the place of a 
shallow, easily impoverished soil, read­ 
ily injured by drouth or an excess of 
wet, yet if kept rich, a good crop can 
be grown in a good season; but tho 
seasons are far from being all good, 
drouth and over-wet being the rule. 
Against these, therefore, we have to 
guard, anti there is nothing like depth, 
aud especially rich depth to do this. It 
not only favors moisture at the surface 
but it invites the roots downward to 
greater moisture. This last is more im­ 
portant and it applies to all the crops 
grown. 
You have 
something here 
against the heat and against the cold. 
Such soil withstanding much better 
the winters, lessening the effect of 
the frost—there 
being less water, 
ami consequently less ice—aud form­ 
ing a porous bed to carry off the 
snow water so as to prevent the rotting 
or smothering of plants. It will endure 
double tile amount of wet before the 
crop is hurt ami retain its moisture 
more than that longer, though it were 
better, by tinderdrainagc, to regulate 
the quantity. Such soil, of all soils, is 
the most lasting; this on account of its 
clay principally, which makes it reten­ 
tive and gives it body. But it is also 
(from the clay in it) delicate and re­ 
quires careful treatment. 
We all know 
the effect of the wet spring plowing of 
clay. It is not to be worked at all when 
wet. for this is sure to make it harsh 
and lumpy. 
So the trampling of cattle 
and horses, and even of sheep and 
swine, will pack and harden it. They 
should be permitted on it only when 
firm, not hard —a good soil never is 
hard; a poor clay always is when dry. 
To deepen the soil and enrich it will 
require much manure. But it is not to 
be applied all at once; only from time 
to time as wanted, which is yearly at 
first, some more than tho crop needs 
till the soil i9 perfected, having reached 
its maximum capacity for profit, which 
leav’cs it richest at the surface where 
the sward inverted and the applied en­ 
richment are, the subsoil doing its work 
below, giving a chance thus for aera­ 
tion and warmth without inverting tho 
whole body. Such laud is an approach 
to our river bottoms, aud is worth more 
for general purposes than that celebra­ 
ted soil. It is better for the grasses 
and for wheat and of all soils makes 
manure go the farthest, giving the 
greatest effect for the quantity applied, 
taking and keeping persistently' what is 
given it, yielding it only to the plant. 
Here is land of a first rate quality. Yet 
its cost has been but a trifle over the 
expense of common tillage—a little 
more horse power for a few years to 
deepen and occasional after sub-soil 
plowing to keep loose below; the ma­ 
nure is best about the same, that would 
(in a good Year) grow a good crop on a 
shallow soil. It is the mechanical con­ 
dition principally, favoring chemical 
action on the crude material through 
the influence of air and warmth now 
having access, aided by manure, that 
forms the improvement The point then 
is to deepen the soil and keep the ma­ 
nure at the surface; it will find its way 
down as fast as is necessary; but mainly 
it will stay above, or at least sufficiently 
long for vegetation to take it up if not 
in excess, some of the clements like ni- 


There are farmers living to-day who 
doubt the advantage of green manur­ 
ing. They say that they cannot sec 
what good it will do to turn clover 
back to the soil from which it has de­ 
rived its nourishment, for it cannot re­ 
turn more than it has taken. Now if 
the plant derived all its nourishment 
from the soil this would be true. But 
the case is far otherwise. All that the 
plant actually takes from the soil re­ 
mains as ashes after the plant is burnt. 
It must be thoroughly burned so that 
no charcoal remains,' for charcoal is 
carbon, and carbon is derived, not from 
the soil, but from the air, or more cor­ 
rectly speaking, from the sunbeam. 
The proportion varies in 
different 
plants, but on an average about one- 
nineteenth of a plant is derived from 
the soil. Not more than this of tho 
clover plant. Hence when the clover 
is plowed under and incorporated with 
the soil eighteen-nineteenths of it is 
pure gain. 
It should be remembered that organic 
bodies or compounds are made up 
almost 
entirely 
of 
four elements, 
carbon, 
hydrogen, 
nitrogen 
aud 
oxygen. How cloes tho plant obtain 
these? Plant food to be available must 
be in a liquid or gaseous condition, not 
solid. Hence no food can bo obtained 
from the soil unless through the agency 
of some other element. Carbon is de­ 
rived from the carbonic acid of the sun­ 
beam, principally through the agency 
of the leaves, which decompose the 
carbonic acid, appropriating the carbon 
to the building up and nourishment of 
tho plant, and giving off tho oxygen 
for tne benefit of animals. Some car­ 
bon is carried into the soil and taken 
up by tho roots of the plant. But car­ 
bon in the soil is valuable chiefly as an 
absorbent of nitrogen. It is well'known 
bow important a factor In tho problem 
of plant life nitrogen is and how hard it 
is to keep it in tho soil or anywhere 
else. In the compound of ammonia the 
nitrogen is absorbed and held by the 
carbon of the soil. Hence by green 
manuring we gain not only the plant 
food added to the soil, averaging about 
nineteen times the amount taken away, 
but by incorporating carbon in the soil 
we provide a way to retain the volatile 
ammonia for the future up-building of 
the plant. 
Tnat the plant does not derive all its 
food from the soil is provable by propo­ 
sitions so nearly self evident as almost 
to merit the appellation of axioms and 
which can leave no doubt of the truth 
of the proposition. The soil is mineral 
for it is produced by the disintegration 
of rocks. The rain and storm and sun­ 
shine crumbled the rock perhaps a 
thousand years ago, perhaps only yes­ 
terday, to form the soil, 
lienee it is 
mineral. 
Now if the plant derived all 
its food from the soil it would be min­ 
eral and nothing else. There would be 
no difference between tho vegetable 
and mineral kingdoms. 
But instead of 
this, tho vegetable kingdom takes car­ 
bon, hydrogen, nitrogen and oxygen, 
and with a little silicon, aluminum, 
phosphorus, magnesium or other min­ 
erals, aud the result is the vegetable 
plant. 
Another advantage of green manuring 
is that it improves the mechanical text­ 
ure of the soils. This is accomplished 
in two ways. First, the roots penetrate 
to a considerable depth, cleaving the 
soil and not only breaking it up and 
pulverizing it in this way, but when 
they decay furnishing outlets for water, 
thus securing drainage. Second, when 
tho tops of the olant become incorpo­ 
rated in the soif in any way they make 
it more loose and friable. This is a 
very important consideration anti one 
very often overlooked. 
Again, in some unexplained way, 
vegetation enriches the soil by sh ading 
it. 
A board laid on a piece of ground 
will increase its fertility in tho same 
way. How this is done has never been 
explained, although it is pretty certain 
that the problem will be solved before 
long. Some of tho best agricultural 
writers assert that if the straw was 
hauled from the threshing machine and 
spread on the ground so as to shade it, 
it would enrich the land more by shad­ 
ing than by the amount of plant food 
atfded to tno soil by its decay. 
We all 
know that tho rays of tho sun will burn 
the fertility out of land and hence we 
turn under one year what was on the 
top the year before. By practicing 
green manuring we succeed in shading 
tne land and benefiting it in this way. 
Not the least of the advantages of 
green manuring is its availability. Take 
For instance, clover. Any one that has 
land can raise clover and pasture his 
hogs, horses, sheep or cattle on it and 
yet add to the fertility of tho land, 
whereas he may not be able to add to 
the land what it needs of fertility in the 
shape of stable or barn-yard manure, or 
may not be so circumstanced that ho 
could pay for commercial fertilizers. 
One item in the value of clover as a 
fertilizer is almost invariably over­ 
looked. The roots penetrate to a great 
depth, often five or six feet, and bring 
up from these hidden stores the greater 
part of its nourishment derived from 
the soil. This is returned to the surface 
of the ground where those plants whose 
trogen passing off, which is more the 
case in porous soils, as in the deep river I roots do not penetrate to a great dept h 
loams or with leachy land, only that the I can easily obtain i t —John rn. S ta b ly in 
river soils are also more or less promi­ 
nently rich below, and may levee, aera­ 
ted and well drained, be brought up 
more lamely at a time by plowing, their 
raw character having measurably dis­ 
appeared through the influence of heat 
and air by the passage of warm, fresh, 
a'rated rain water. So that this soil is 
not only benefitted by deep culture but

a successful demonstration. There is 
no difficulty, therefore, to manage this 
soil. Bnt let it be remembered that 
such is not the case with our uplands 
that have lain compacted for ages and 
that lack in general the proportion of 
materials reauired for a loose, well 
drained soil, such as we find in the de­ 
posit of the lowlands. There is in the 
nill soil, and particularly some of the 
plateaus, too much clay in want of sand 
or 
vegetable 
material. 
This last 
must, therefore, be worked in and kept 
in. A river soil may be so exhausted 
as to become hard; but the deposit of 
its overflow and the large amount of its 
vegetable refuse (roots, stubble, etc.,) 
generally make it a slow process, ex­ 
tended still further by drawing on the 
depths, which deep tillage alone accom­ 
plished. Unfortunately some soils will 
not admit of deep culture as where the 
rock lies high. However good the land 
may be, this in a drouth proves fatal to 
the crops. The case is better where 
gravel or sand and gravel underlies the 
soil. The drouth here has less effect; 
and if the soil is largely composed of 
clay the case is quite hopeful, as it only 
needs to be deepened to greatly im­ 
prove the land. But such land must be 
well kept up, as the thin stratum of soil 
lessens with cultivation; and there is 
nothing so good as sod or vegetable 
material. This may be used largely 
whether sand or clay prevails in the 
soil. And now (in the fall) is the time 
to deepen the plowing, thus throwing 
the raw soil to- the frost and the ele­ 
ments, the manure to follow the plow­ 
ing. —Utica (N. Y.) Herald.

hand where this mistake has been 
made, they woald see the disappoint­ 
ment in store for them. It should be 
remembered that the arbor-vittes will 
not thrivo where there is much shade; 
and that neither the arbor-vita3 nor 
hemlock spruce will be successful where 
the substance of the soil is all eaten up 
by the roots of Urge trees. Hemlock 
spruce likes shade to a moderate extent, 
with a moist, loose, rich soil; but tho 
arbor-vitte must have the latter and all 
the sun possible. 
In selecting plants of either of these, 
see that they are well branched from 
tho bottom, a? no new brandies ever 
shoot out after the plants are large enough 
to sci out. The soil about them, to the 
extent of the branches, should be kept 
light with careful stirring, aud should 
be mulched for tho first two years. 
These hedges should never be pruned 
until late in April, after all danger of 
severe frost is over. 
We have several 
times noticed that when pruned too 
early and they are caught by the frost, 
they are badly damaged, from which it 
will sometimes take two years to re­ 
cover. In making a selection of arbor­ 
vitaes, be sure to get the American, as 
it stands—except under peculiar cir­ 
cumstances—the severest winters, and 
makes the most beautiful hedge. Our 
own hedge of this variety, which was 
set out some twenty years ago, may be 
regarded as a fair specimen, when 
properly managed.—Germantown Tele­ 
graph.

T M K H E A D L Y D I P H T H E R I A . 
There has lmen here as well as else­ 
where quite a difference of opinions con­ 
cerning Die uature of diphtheria, ami 
whether it is contagious or not As there 
has been such a rage of diphtheria here 
all will be interested iii learning some 
facts gathered by tho Health Commis- 
siouerof Chicago, iu regard to the disease 
in that city. He has gathered up the 
opinions of one 
hundred physicians 
there. Iu reply to the query whether 
they regarded diphtheria and membra­ 
nous 
croup 
as 
identical disorders, 
or distinct from each other, 27 doctors de­ 
clared them to be identical, 55 as distinct 
aud 5 xs undecided. Tho same hundred 
physicians were xsked whether they re­ 
garded diphtheria as contagions, and OI 
gave it as their opinion that it wxs conta­ 
gious, 14 that it was not, 3 that it wxs, 
sometimes, and 9 had not made up their 
mind. 
Another question which has created 
much interest is whether sewer gas or 
surface filth can create the exciting cause 
of diphtheria. Til reply to this query, 33 
of the physicians say it eau thus eau si* 
diphtheria, 46 say it cannot,and S are un­ 
decided. 
There Were GJI deaths by diphtheria iii 
Chicago in 1879, and 931 in ISHO. Novem­ 
ber, Deeemlier and January show by far 
the greatest fatality. 
It seems that Janesville is not the only 
place where doctors disagree, but the 
majority out of the hundred interviewed 
declare diphtheria aud 
membranous 
croup xs identical disorders, and that 
sewer gas or surface filth does not cause 
diphtheria.
